SOCIAL  FLIES. 

If  physiology  speaks  truly,  we  must  believe  it  to  be  a  fact 
that  all  human  beings  possess — nerves.  But  there  are 
nerves,  and  there  are  nerves.  In  that  charming  glimpse 
into  the  life  and  character  of  "The  author  of  Paul  and 
Virginia."  lately  given  to  us  in  the  "Underbrush"  of  the 
writ  r  of  '•  Yesterdays  with  Authors,"  reference  is  made  to 
the  extreme  sensitive  temperament  of  Saint  Pierre,  thus,  — 

A  single  thorn  could  give  him  greater  pain  than  a  hundred  roses 
confer  pleasure. 

They  may  not  be  a  multitude,  but  they  are  many  who  can 
honestly  say  "  Amen"  to  this  sentiment.  As  to  the  relation 
the  nerves  hold  to  the  moral  development  of  mankind,  I 
leave  that  to  the  philosopher  who  deals  with  that  part  of 
our  system.  I  refer  simply  to  that  character  whose  pit}'  is 
so  vague  and  selfish,  and  whose  bowels  of  compassion  are 
so  weak,  that  one  is  inclined  at  times  to  think  his  or  her 
existence  is  an  oversight.  These  Social  Flies  —  I  use  the 
term  deliberately  —  in  nine  cases  out  of  ten  do  not  mran  to 
do  their  pestiferous  work.  The  result,  however,  is  the  same 
whatever  the  motive.  The  poor  wretch  about  whose  neck 
the  noosed  rope  is  cast,  hangs,  if  his  foothold  is  taken  away, 
no  matter  whether  the  hangman's  intention  was  or  was  not 
to  such  an  end. 

There  are  genera  and  species  with  the  Social  Flies. 

There  is  W.  (he  had  some  noble  traits),  who  never  came 
to  sit  before  my  wood  fire  but  he  must  (and  he  did)  pull  it 
to  pieces  and  where  before  firey  tongues  with  fantastic 
shapes  leaped  upwards,  dull  gloom  and  darkness  was 
I  once  remonstrated  with  W.,  and  asked  why  he  took  pleas- 
ure in  destroying  my  fire.  His  reply  was,  "  The  mind  needs 
rest.  I  am  resting  my  mind  by  doing  nothing!"  Let  us 
hope  he  has  found  rest  at  last,  for  he  has  passed  the  golden 
threshold. 

Inheritances  ma}-  be  a  blessing  or  a  curse,  —  a  blessing  if 
in  one  direction,  a  curse  if  in  the  other.  Our  parents  are 
responsible  for  the  heritage  they  give  us,  and  we  are  account- 
able for  making  the  same  our  own.  While  the  ancestral  con- 
tributions to  character  are  not  as  deepl}- set  as  those  faculties 
originated  by  ourselves,  3-et  the  former  have  been  met,  ac- 
cepted, or  rejected,  at  a  period  of  life  when  generally  ex- 
perience and  knowledge  have  not  opened  wide  their  pages, 
and  when  the  spirit  is  weak  in  inverse  ratio  to  the  strength  it 
gains  later  in  life.  The  social  fly,  therefore,  who  has  reached 
maturity,  when  reason  and  self-discipline  ought  to  rule, 
adds  to  the  venom  of  his  sting,  the  strength  and  persistency 
pertaining  to  tough  old  age. 

Prominent  among  this  class  is  the  social  drummer 
Thought  or  conversation  is  quite  impossible  in  his  presence, 
because  of  the  lively  tattoo  his  fiugers  or  feet  play  upon 
table,  chair,  or  floor.  To  the  society  of  this  disturber  of  the 
peace,  that  of  a  well-educated  parrot  or  cockatoo  is  far  more 
preferable.  Often  neither  door,  wall,  window,  ceiling,  or  floor. 
are  a  protection  from  his  inconsiderate  friskiness.  Call 
his  attention  to  the  thoughtlessness  of  his  act,  and  he 
is  profuse  in  apology ;  but  the  minute-hand  hardly  moves  an 


inch  on  the  clock's  face  before  he  is  at  his  nefarious  work 
again.  He  is  like  the  man  who  wouldn't  tell  a  lie  for  a  nine- 
pence —  but  he  would  tell  eight  for  a  dollar.  Inten- 
tionally lie  wouldn't  disturb  you  an  iota,  but  unintention- 
ally he  will  almost  drive  3-011  to  distraction.  Mathematic- 
ally, I  put  it  thus  :  as  the  horse-fly  is  on  a  hot  day  to  a 
horse,  so  is  this  species  of  the  social  fly  to  a  well-ordered 
community.  There  is  no  escape  but  in  solitude  ;  parlor, 
office,  library,  concert-room,  and  theatre,  are  not  inviolate  to 
the  drummer.  There  is  no  help.  His  great-grandfather,  his 
grandfather,  and  his  father  drummed,  he  knows  it,  nay,  he 
makes  (no)  bones?  of  the  fact,  and  being  an  inheritance 
(not  conquered  by  wholesome  discipline  in  youth),  what  are 
you  going  to  do  about  it? 

The  next  social  fly  I  call  to  mind  is  the  (alas  too  common  !) 
interrupter.  He  asks  you  a  question, —  perhaps  several 
before  giving  you  an  opportunity  to  reply,  —  and  if  he  don't 
answer  his  own  questions,  ten  to  one,  he  breaks  in  with 
a  flood  of  suggestions,  more  questions,  replies,  until,  if  you  are 
wise, 3'ou  will  simply  look  —  blank.  If  this  does  not  bring  him  to 
his  good  behavior,  nothing  will,  unless  at  least  we  have  a  West- 
inghaus  invented  for  society  use.  Alas  !  that  in  these  latter 
da}'s  good  conversationalists  and  good  listeners  are  rare.  But 
what  can  be  expected  since  the  child  is  father  to  the  man, 
and  now-a-da3-s  children  are  taught  so  poorly  self-discipline 
andptace.  J.  T.  F.  thus  well  describes  this  species  of  social 
fly:- 

Those  dense-witted,  circumstantial  souls  who  will  interrupt  your 
best  story  with  a  doubt  or  a  denial  of  its  verity.  They  live  in  an 
atmosphere  of  imperfect  sympathies,  and  goad  you  to  blasphemy 
almost  by  their  stolid  unreceptivity. 

A  third  species  of  social  fly,  I  dub  the  jumper,  i.  e.,  one 
who  never  sits  still.  If  one  social  pest  is  worse  than  another, 
it  is  this  species  of  113-.  This  is,  in  the  human,  the  nearest 
approach  to  the  common  house-fly.  With  such  all  life  is  a 
continuous  jerk.  He  (or  she)  walks,  talks,  eats,  thinks, 
and,  I  presume,  sleeps,  twitchingLy.  In  such  compaii3r  a 
quiet  mind  is  literally  sore  ;  he  almost  loses  breath  ;  mentally 
he  feels  as  though  he  had  been  drawn  through  a  knot-hole, 
and,  worst  of  all,  the  effects  remain  for  some  time.  I  have 
thought  these  m3-stic  characters  might,  with  advantage,  be 
hung  up  in  the  school  of  society  :  — ■ 
T.  L.  —  Talk  Little! 

T.  M.  —  Think  Much!! 
S.  S.  —  Sit  Still  ! ! !

ARCHITECTS   AND    SCULPTORS. 

I  am  glad  to  notice  a  growing  feeling  in  the  public  mind, 
that  the  principle  of  architecture  ought  to  receive  more  con- 
sideration at  the  hands  of  sculptors.  One  of  the  best  monu- 
ments in  Boston  owes  its  excellence  to  the  fact,  that  it  was 
first  entrusted  to  architects  who  studied  the  place  where  it 
was  to  stand,  drew  a  general  plan  of  the  design  which  such  a 
place  required,  then  relinquished  the  work  wholly  to  a 
sculptor.  Had  this  been  the  rule  of  action  in  all  similar 
cases,  our  country  would  not  now  be  swarming  with  monu- 
ments which  defy  all  rules  of  architecture,  to  say  nothing  of 
those  of  sculpture.  Given  an  order  for  a  statue  or  a  monu- 
ment: an  architect  presents  his  idea  of  what  it  should  be  in 
consideration  of  the  place  where  it  is  to  stand,  and  the  idea 
which  it  is  to  illustrate.  Possilily  he  furnishes  a  plan  for  the 
base;  at  all  events  he  studies  the  eharacier  of  the  land  and 
that  of  its  surroundings  ;  he  knows  how  it  is  going  to  look 
from  even-  position,  distant  and  near.  He  cares  for  the  way 
in  which  it  is  to  meet  or  cut  the  sky-line  of  the  city,  the 
park,  or  the  avenue.  He  draws  the  architectural  design,  in 
nowise  trenching  upon  the  sculptor's  ground,  possilily  suggest- 
ing two  or  three  motives  for  the  crowning  structure,  which 
the  sculptor  may  or  maj-  not  approve.  The  latter  now  has 
full  sweep  for  his  creative  power,  —  the  way  is  paved  for  him, 
and  he  has  onl}-  to  attend  to  his  own  part  of  the  work,  feel- 
ing sure  that  the  basis  is  right,  founded,  as  it  is  assumed  that 
it  would  be,  on  the  first  and  leading  principles  of  architecture. 

If  our  sculptors  were  also  architects,  there  would  be  less 
need  of  this  cooperation.  As  it  is,  their  work  does  not 
count  as  it  would  were  certain  grand  laws  of  construction 
more  closelj'  adhered  to.  Crowded  with  orders,  they  have 
not  time  to  give  to  their  work  that  deep  study  which  should 
always  include  a  consideration  of  the  best  work  of  the  kind  that 
has  ever  been  done.  K.

their  old  work,  that  was  not  to  be  thought 
of  for  a  moment ;  and  they  ran  up  and 
down  in  the  silliest  way  in  the  world.

Sir  Randall  Roberts,  whose  sojourn 
in  the  East  has  made  him  acquainted  with  such 
matters,  to  inspect  our  stock,  and  we  have  now 
much  satisfaction  in  placing  his  report  before 
the  public.

Gentlemen,  —  I  have  much  pleasure  in  placing 
upon  record  my  opinion  of  those  articles  of 
Eastern  manufacture  which  I  have  this  day  in- 
spected at  your  place  of  business.  Although  no 
expert,  I  am  sufficiently  acquainted  with  the 
manufactures,  as  far  as  rugs  are  concerned,  of 
Egypt,  embracing  the  Nile ;  Turkey,  both  in 
Asia  and  Europe ;  the  Caucasus,  Persia,  Japan 
and  Hindustan,  to  be  able  to  give  you  the  opin- 
ion you  desire.  I  do  so  with  more  than  pleasure, 
because  it  is  to  me  a  fresh  instance  amongst  the 
many  I  have  lately  had  the  opportunity  and 
gratification  of  remarking  of  the  increasing  im- 
portance and  commercial  industry  of  this  great 
country,  whose  ramifications  with  the  Old  World 
will  shortly  become  of.  unspeakable  importance 
in  developing  the  vast  resources  of  the  United 
States.  First,  then,  of  the  rugs  of  Persian  man- 
ufacture. These  are  correct  in  the  peculiarity 
of  their  color,  but,  to  the  eye  unaccustomed  to 
the  vagaries  of  an  almost  savage  taste,  may  per- 
haps appear  without  interest,  except  for  eccen- 
tricity and  grotesqueness  of  combination ;  yet, 
after  a  careful  study,  many  beautiful  and  inter- 
esting points  stand  out.  It  is  but  some  few 
years  ago  since  nothing  but  the  rudest  of  hand- 
looms  produced  the  gorgeous  fabrics  of  Teheran, 
Ispahan,  Herat,  Shiraz,  and  Bushire.  But  since 
the  Persian  Gulf  has  been  opened  up  by  British 
commerce  these  products  of  many-handed  wo- 
man's labor  has  not  only  found  its  way  to  Eu- 
rope, but  power-looms  have  been  here  and  there 
established  whose  produce  finds  a  ready  market, 
especially  in  France.  The  selections  which  you 
possess  are  more  than  average  specimens  of  na- 
tive Persian  product. 

Next  in  order  we  come  to  the  rude,  rough  ex- 
amples from  Kurdistan,  that  rugged  country 
bordering  on  the  northern  provinces  of  Persia, 
and  peopled  by  the  wild,  nomadic  tribes  of  Kurds 
and  Turcomans,  who  inhabit  the  vast  plains  and 
valleys  which  lie  between  its  lofty  mountain 
ranges.  These  rugs  betray  by  the  coarseness 
of  their  manufacture  and  peculiarity  of  their 
material,  the  genuine  source  from  which  they 
come.  The  colors,  too,  are  varied,  but  not 
bright,  because  the  people  do  not  possess  the  in- 
gredients which  will  produce  the  brightness  of 
our  modern  dyes.  These  rugs  find  a  market  in 
Tiflis,  Bajazid,  Batoum,  Erzeroum,  and  Trebi- 
zond,  and  are  mostly  exchanged  for  European 
prints.  After  these,  and  next  in  order,  come  the 
voluptuous  and  softly  made  fabrics  of  Egypt. 
Here,  on  the  banks  of  the  Nile,  the  Fellah  has 
turned  his  weary  hand  away  from  irrigating  the 
sometimes  too  unfruitful  soil,  and  brought  more 
of  his  attention  to  bear  on  manufacturing  the 
products  of  Arabia  and  Africa.  From  Smyrna 
come  some  of  the  handsome  specimens  which 
/you  possess  ;  whilst  Bussorah  and  even  Bagdad 
are  represented  in  your  collection. 

Turning  from  this  part  of  the  East  to  the  British  Posses- 
sions in  India  the  rugs  from  the  Cocan  and  Deccan  in  the 
Bombay  Presidency  are  easily  recognized.  First,  from 
the  texture,  and,  secondly,  from  the  similarity  in  pattern 
which  they  bear  to  the  quaint  but  unmistakable  patterns 
of  Hyderabad  and  Scinde,  which  seem  to  furnish  a  sort 
of  precedent  as  far  as  pattern  is  concerned  for  the  re»-t  of 
British  India.  It  is  true  that  in  the  north-west  frontier, 
I  mean  Cabul  and  Kashgar,  the  patterns  are  somewhat 
different,  but  still  there  is  always  a  sameness,  more  or 
less.  Amongst  your  Japanese  rugs,  the  undressed  and 
seed  cotton  rugs  are  highly  interesting,  and  arc  fine  spec- 
imens of  what  that  adaptive  and  imitative  people  are 
capable  of  producing. 

Taking  it  as  a  whole,  as  I  sat  surrounded  in  your  store 
by  these  examples  of  Oriental  produce,  it  seems  to  me  ae 
if  a  map  of  the  East  was  spread  around  me,  and  memory 
took  me  back  to  old  days  and  scenee  of  yore,  which  had 
long  since  been  forgotten.  I  have  to  thank  you  for  the 
pleasure  which  the  inspection  gave  me,  and  to  assure  you 
that  you  may  set  your  mind  perfectly  at  ease  as  to  the 
genuineness  of  the  articles  I  have  mentioned.
